THE POISONING EVIDENCE, 


There had been some misunderstanding with 
reference to the evidence that was given in 
connection with the poisoni incident. 
It had never been suggest that the 
jury could think that this was. an alterna- 
tive char of felony or attempted 
murder, and that then they could go on to 
the charge of murder. The jury at no time 
could have been under any misunderstanding 
about the purpose for which this incident was 
introduced. It was brought in for the pur- 
pose of lifting the veil that always surrounded 
the married life of two ple, and where 
the evidence of one cf them outside could 
rot be given in the absence of the other. If 
they wanted to give some indication of the 
relations between the parties it could only 
be done by bringing in strangers who could 
see things going on behind the closed door 
of the home. | 

Mr. Maguire said that, admitting for the | 
purpose of argument that the poisoning was 
accidental, araong all the parties in the house 
that night the only person who. knew that 
was the accused man, who had the poison in 
his possession. What was his attitude?’ Find. 
ing his wife in agony suffering from strych- 
nine poisoning, instead of finding a doctor 
he pretended to look for one, and next day 
told Nurse MacDonagh that he knew his wife 
was suffering from nerves, and that was why 
he only pretended to go for a doctor. It was 
impossible to conceal any evidence 
so useful to the jury as evidence of this 
kind which brought these parties into close 
contact in the presence of strangers at a 
time of crisis, and that showed the attitude 
of these people to each other. 

Counsel further argued that apart from 
that was the evidence of Rita Murtagh and 
her parents, this gentleman had _ talked 
about his wife as “a person who cleaned 
his brasses."" As a person ashamed to be 


evidence available on which the jury could 
be asked to rely and act for the purpose 
of drawing the inference which they were 
entitled to draw with reference to the con- 
duct of these parties towards each other.

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A CONVICTION 
QUASHED. 
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PRISONER ON BAIL FOR 
NEW TRIAL.

In the Court of Criminal Appeal an appli- 
cation was made on behalf of Owen Durnan, 
of Tara street, Dublin, to be admitted to 
bail. He had been convicted at the Dublin 
Circuit Criminal Court in connection with 
the stealing of a sum of £500, the property 
of the Northern Bank, from the "Greek 
Northern Railway at Gormanstown. 

His application for leave to appeal against 
his conviction and sentence was allowed and 
the conviction quashed by the Court of 
Criminal Appeal on November 30, and a 
new trial had been directed.

Corporal Christopher Kelly, 12th Battalion, 
No. 2 Company, who ac as storeman at 
Plunkett Barracks, gave evidence that, on 
the 25th September, he was called out of the 
washhouse by Hiney, who asked if the com- 
pany had gone to the range. Witness said 
that they had mot; that an order had been 
made changing the arrangements to the fol- 
lowing day. Lieutenant Hiney, alter asking 
how many grenades there were in the store, 
told witness to iasue only 78 grenades on the 
next morning if he (Hiney) was not present.

Thirty minutes 
later Hiney came to the company stores and 
asked if the company had gone to the range. 
Witness told him that all the grenades had 
been given out, and that Sergeant Duffy had 
signed for them.

STORY OF A CONVERSATION

IN DAIRYING, 


County Wexford Branch of the Irish 
Dairy Shorthorn Breeders’ Society at their 
annual meeting elected Mr. David Power, 
Raheenduff, chairman; Captain D. lL. 
Condon, Borrmount, vice-chairman, and Mr. 
H. L. Latta, Ballinakill, hon, secretary. 

The annual report showed that there are 
ten cow-testing associations in the cc nty, 
having 287 members, owning 2,464 cows 
under test. This was 224 cows more than 
last year. Since cow-testing started im the 
county 718 cows qualified for the Depart 
ment’s register of non-pedigree dairy cattle. 
During the year 106 non-pedigree dairy cows 
had been accepted for the register; over 100 
calves had been tattooed, and 115 pedigree 
shorthorns had been accepted for the register 
of pure-bred dairy cattle. . 

A noted: stock bull, Gargusten Highland 
Leader, had been placed in tile county by 
the Department and 14 of his yearling 
rogeny realised 1,048 guineas, an average of 
be guineas each, 
Several farmers had raised the avevage milk 
yields of their herds from 500 to -700 
gallons since cow-testing was established in 
the county.

6 SPEAKER.

From Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 
BELFAST, Monday. 


The Parliament of Northern Ireland re- 
assembled this. morning after the recent 
general election. The first business was 
the election of a Speaker by the House of 
Commons, and this was followed by the 
swearing-in of members. 

During the election of the Speaker a 
vigorous protest was made by Mr. J. 
Beattie, the Labour member for Pottinger, 
against what he described as the privileges 
of the members being extended to party 
agents in the lobbies. . 

The House of Commons: assembled at 
11.25 without a) Speaker in the’ chair. 
There was a large attendance on the 
Government benehes, including the Prime 
Minister, Viscount Craigavon. There were 
five. Nationalists, two Labour, and two 
Independent Unionist members present. 
Mr. de Valera, the new member for 
South Down, as expected, was not in 
attendance, neither was Mr: MacLogan, 
the Republican member for South 
Armagh. Mr. Joseph Devlin, who is still 
ill, was not in his place. 

Black Rod (Major Hackett) knocked on 
the door of the Chamber, and summoned 
the members of the Commons to the 
Senate. Headed by the Sergeant-at-Arms 
(General Young) and Black Rod, the 
Prime Minister (Viscount Craigavon) and 


' the members then -proceeded to the Senate 


Chamber. Here the Clerk read the pro- 
clamation dissolving Parliament and call- 
ing a new one, and the Governor (the 
Duke of Abercorn), who had arrived in 
the Senate with Sir Dawson Bates, 
Minister in attendance, directed the House 
of Commons members to proceed to the 
election of a Speaker. 


THE SPEAKERSHIP. 


The Commons then returned to their 
own Chamber, where the Right Hon. Sir 
Edward Arehdale moved the election of 
the Hon. H. G. H. Mulholland as 
Speaker. He said that the fairness, tact, 
and sense of humour of Mr. Mulholland 
pre-eminently qualified him for the post. 
He was fair to all, he said, with a leaning 
to the under dog, and he thought that they 
could do no better than re-elect him to 
the high honour which he held in that 
House, ' 

Mr. R. N. M'Neill (Independent 
member for Queen’s University) seconded 
the motion. He said that it was a singular 
vratification to them to have the oppor- 
tunity of having again as their Speaker 
one who distinguished himself in every 
sense during the last parliamentary term. 
It was unnecessary for him to recapitulate 
the many excellent qualities which the 
Speaker possessed in- so remarkable a 
degree, but reference already had been 
made to his sense of equity and fairness, 
and also his infinite store of patience. 

Mr. J. Beattie (Labour) said that if he 
were to select any member from the 
Government benches for the position of 
Speaker .he would -select Captain Mul- 
holland. Proeeeding, he protested against 
the privileges whieh were accorded to the 
Unionist... party..agents..in.the..lobbies. of 
that House. He objected to political 
agents having free passes to roam around 
every passage in that building, and come 
into that Chamber trying to sift informa- 
tion concerning the political opponents of 
the Government. He asked the Speaker, 
when appointed, to see that that kind of 
thing was not allowed in future. If it 
were necessary for the Minister to have a 
private secretary then he should remain in 
the Minister’s room. If every member of 
the Government party was to be permitted 
to have a private secretary, with a '“ roam- 
ing’’ pass around the Parliament, then 
every member on the ition side 
would have private secretaries, and that 
would soon lead to chaos.

Pointing his finger at the Prime 
Minister Mr. Beattie proceeded: ‘‘ Do 
you see the astuteness of the Prime 
Minister.

He would like to know if that property 
was going to be restored? 

“If I have a job to do I generally do 
it myself. I do not bring some one from 
far-off to do my work,” added Mr, 
Beattie, who concluded by assuring Cap- 
tain Mulholland that he would give all 
the possible assistance to him or any 
Speaker of Parliament. 


ANOTHER INCIDENT. 


Sir Edward Archdale and Mr. McNeill 
made another attempt to conduct the 
Speaker to his seat, but, as Mr. Hender- 
son leapt to his feet at the same time, 
Captain Mulholland shook his head. 

Mr. Henderson (Independent Unionist) 
said that he noticed everyone on the np-

DR. SCHACHT’S REASONS, 


Germany's declining rts and 
‘“‘eurrency dumping’ by Britain and 
other countries make it impossible for 
Germany to maintain the present transfer 


or the 


quota of 50 per cent., according to Dr. 


hacht, who challenged the conclusions 
drawn by creditor representatives when, 
at to-day’s sitting of the Central Com- 
mittee of the Reichsbank, he sought to 
justify further curtailment of transfers on 
Germany's foreign debt service. 

It was true, he said, that there had 
been .an increase of 127 million marks in 
the Reichsbank currency reserve since 
July 1st, but one hundred millions of this 
were accounted for by payments under the 
new law concerning economic treason, 
whereby those Germans who had evaded 
currency laws could escape prosecution by 
bringing back their exported capital into 
the country. This was, however, an in- 
crease which could not occur again, and 
had no connection with the postponement 
of transfer. 


GLOOMY TRADE OUTLOOK, 


Dr. Schacht painted a gloomy picture of 
Germany's foreign trade situation. 
Although the export surplus averaged 65 
million marks monthly from July to 
November, a considerable part of this 
amount was paid in block marks, so that 
actually receipts from foreign currency 
were only about 25 million marks monthly, 
and Dr. Schacht expected this figure would 
sink still farther during the ensuing 
months. 

‘Transfer would have to cease com- 
so if additional exports were no 
onger possible,” declared Dr. Schacht 
“ Though depreciation of the pound and 
dollar had brought Germany a book gain 
of about 200 to 300 million marks in the 
service of her foreign debt, this was set off 
more than four times over by “ the losses 
suffered by Germany in internatinal trade 
through the currency dumping of Eng- 
land, Scandinavia, Japan and America,”’ 

Germany's export surplus had declined 
by eighteem hundred millions compared 
with 1931. 

‘It is not pleasant for us to make such 
a declaration,” concluded Dr. Schacht, 
‘‘ and nobody would be better pleased then 
I if the Reichsbank were á ed wrong 
by an improvement in world trade.’’ 


OFFICIAL STATEMENT. 


The arrangements announced by the 
Reichsbank Central Committee for trans- 
fers of amounts maturing between 
January Ist and June 20th, 1934, are as 
follow :— 

‘‘ Interest and amortisation on the 
seven per cent. Dawes Loan of 1924, as 
well as interest on the five and a half per 
cent. Young Loan of 1930 will be trans- 
ferred in full. 

"Of all maturing interest and dividend 
amounts which have been paid into the 
Reichsbank Conversion Fund for German 
foreign debts, as well as other payments, 
except amortisation payments, thirty per 
cent. will be transferred. 

“Transfer of amortisation payments, 
with the exception of those for the Dawes 
Loan, will not take place. 

" “Tn regard to some sums which are not 
to be transferred, but are placed to the 
account of creditors in the Conversion 
Fund, existing regulations will continue. 

“The same regulations apply in prin- 
ciple to German owners of German 
foreign securities as to owners abroad. ''

LEAGUE ACTION,

mediation failed. In December Bolivia 
sought German assistance in the appoint- 
ment of the former General Kundt. 

It was not until May 10th this year that 
war was formally declared by Paraguay. 

In August the League Council, which 
had appointed ‘a commission of inquiry 
into the war, asked Argentina, Chile, 
Brazil and Peru to mediate ; but the move 
failed owing to the difficulty of arranging 
armistice terms. 

In November the Bolivians were re- 
ported to be retreating. Last week the 
Paraguayans took a Bolivian key position. 
Fort Saavedra. They claimed to have 
routed the Bolivians, and announced that 
the war was virtually over. Bolivia re 
lieved General Kundt of his command. 
and appointed General Jose Lanza as 
Commander-in-Chief.

FARMERS OF THE 
EMPIRE. 


In a leading article to-day, The Times 
observes :—When the South African Parlia- 
ment reassembles its most urgent business 
will be to relieve the distress caused by the 

rolonged drought. There have been 
roughts in South Africa before, but none 
go widespread or so devastating. On 
previous occasions there has always been 
some part of the country which has escaped, 
but this time the whole country has been 
affected, except a narrow strip round the 
coast. 

But when immediate necessities are 
relieved, what then? asks The Times. 
Will the Government be ready to make a 
great endeavour to put agriculture on a 
sounder permanent basis? Our Bloemfon- 
tein Correspondent points to reasons 
besides the drought for the farmers’ present 
plight. It is being widely asked, he says, 
whether South African farming is on the 
right foundation, and whether, if so, many 
of the farmers are adequately equipped to 
carry it on; and he expresses the opinion 
that a vital change in national control wil! 
be necessary if a great industry is to be 
created, capable ultimately of taking the 
place of the gold mines, which, enormously 
valuable as they are now, and will be for 
many years to come, are still a wasting 
asset. That was the future clearly 
foreseen many years ago by Lord 
Milner. It was the whole case for his 

yerpetual insistence on agricultural re- 
ma and, incidentally, the justification 
for his determination to get the mines 
working at full pressure. Naturally this 
is a South African problem, but no less 
naturally Én c mu over the future 
oí agriculture are not confined to South 
Africa. 

One of the hopes cherished when the 


was that it would set up some machinery 
to survey the economic resources of the 
Empire, to suggest plans for their co- 
ordinated development, and to watch and 
report progress. The Conference, although 
it did some admirable work in other 
directions, made no progress in this. 

Friction and Waste are the necessary 
consequences of working at cross-purposes 
until some way is found to bring the pro- 
ducers in different parts of the Empire 
into closer touch with one another, anc to 
enable them to work out policies of 
development which will be complementary 
and mutually helpfal, or at least not 
mutually antagonistic. The Ottawa Con- 
ference has met, deliberated and dis- 
persed ; but there is still no single institu. 
tion capable of surveying and analysing 
imperial reciprocity in broad, but prae- 
tical, terms.

mitted, 

The report stated that, in the course of the 
discussions it was pointed out that in the 
week ended November 25th last there were 
' reheved by the three home assistance Officers 
in the Balrothery area: 298 unenrployed mren 
with &2/ dependants at a cost of £172 6s. 6d. 
The Comiantee were of opinion “that ‘by the 
operation of the Unemployment Assistancs 
Act the rates‘ would be relieved óf ' &pproxi- 
mately this amount weekly. In regard to 
the cost of maintenance of patients in the 
Dublin Union, the Committee reported that, 
haviug regard ‘to the decreased cost of living 
within the past two. years, some reduction 
should be granted in the weekly charge of 
16s. The Committee suggested that the 
Dublin Board of Assistance be -requested to 
appoint a special Committee to consult with 
that Committee as to a. possible reduction. 

Mr. L. J. Duffy, in proposing the adoption 
of the report, said that hitherto a person 
who paid unemployment, contributions regu- 
larly was entitled during periods of uNemploy- 
meut. to an allowance by way of upemploy- 
- meut benefit for himself and his dependants ; 
but any one of the 190,000 persons not con- 
tributing to the Unemployment Fund had to 
fall back on Home Assistance provided from 
the rates to enable him exist during periods 
Ol compulsory idleness. - : i 


HOME ASSISTANCE, 
On the basis of the present figure, in the 
h v area: alone the cost of providing 
home assistance for the able-bodied unem- 
ployed who were outside the scope of the 
I nemployinent Insurance Acts was approxl- 
mately £10,000 a year, although nobody 
could accuse the Board of being extravagant, 
so far as the amounts provided in individual 
cases were concerned. It was to fill this gap 
that the Unemployment Assistance Act was 
- passed last month, and the immediate effect 
of its enactment would be to provide State 
unemployment ‘benefit for the unemployed 
persons of both sexes who were excluded 
irom the compulsory unemployment scheme, 
aud for those who had exhausted their 
statutory benefits under that scheme.

A DEFECT. 

Having described how a certificate could be 
obtained, Mr. Duffy stated that the Act con- 
tained one serious defect—the totally in- 
adequate rate of benefit it provided, la 
County Dublin, outside the Borough of Dun 
Laoghaire, the assistance provided for a 
widow without dependants was at the rate of 
5s. weekly; for a married woman with one 
dependant, 7s.3; with three dependants, 9s., 
and with six dependants, 12s. For a man 
with no dependants benefit is payable at the 
rate of 6s. a week; for a man and wife, Qs.; 
for a married man with three dependants, 
jls.. and for a married man with six 
dependants, 12s. 6d. 

Meantime, the Act was a welcome con- 
tribution to the solution of a great social 
problem. On the basis of the present 
expenditure on home assistance, the Act repre- 
sented a saving to the ratepayers which was 
considerable—probably a sum of £25,000 a 
year for the County Dublin.

HOSPITAL QUESTION, 


Mr.’ Fogarty raised the question of pro- 
viding a district hospital for Balrothery, and 
suggested that some of the proceeds from the 
Hospitals’ Trust Sweepstakes should be 
devoted to the project.

MISSIONARY MURDERED.

Climatic conditions became more 
dificult,- and snow at times rendered 
advance impossible. In the next few 
weeks the party had to camp on small 
ledges in terrible weather conditions, whole 
days being spent huddled over a fire. 

On his return journey Mr. Kaulback 
discovered a new pass, 14,000 feet high, 
and also a large river and a fair-sized town 
hitherto unknown. 

Mr. Kaulback’s coolies threatened to 
desert, and a very nasty position arose. 


NIGHTMARE EXPERIENCE. 


At this stage he had an absolute night- 
mare experience with leeches. i 

““I counted,’’ he said, ' on one occasion 
six hundred on my clothes during one 
day’s march. On this stage of the journey 
the country was alive with snakes, and 
this, together with the leeches, made life 
well-nigh unbearable.’’ 

In this part of the journey there was 
virtually no food, and the explorer had to 
live on corn cobs and cucumber. He says 
that the Burmese were always extra- 
ordinarily friendly and also the Tibetans. 

The explorers covered over 2,300 miles of 
territory never before seen by Europeans.

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MR. ARTHUR W. GARBUTT. 


We regret to announce the death of a 
member of the /rish Times staff, Mr. Arthur 
W. Garbutt, which took place early ‘yester- 
day morning at his residence, Elgar, Kil- 
lester. He Shad been in failing health for 
several years, and the end was not unex- 
pected. 

Mr. Garbutt, who was in his forty-seventh 
year, camo of a family well known in the 
newspaper world, being the second son of 
Mr. W. H. Garbutt, who is a prominent 
journalist in Birmingham, and was once, 
in fact, associated with the Limerick Chronicte. 
He came to Dublin twenty-five years ago, 
and obtained a position on the reporting 
staff of the Avening Mail and the Dublin 
Daily Express, eventually becoming chief re- 
porter of these Pom n 1912 he joined the 
staff of the /rish Times, where his ability and 
powers of critical appreciation secured him 
the post of musical correspondent. His 
articles, under the pseudonym of “ Obbli- 
gato, have been a well-known feature of 
the paper since that date, and although he 
was compelled to give up musical criticism a 
few years ago, he contributed wireless notes 
up to the time of his death. Besides this 
branch of his work Mr. Garbutt was a very 
able reporter and a good descriptive writer, 
his style being marked by simplicity and 
directness. For some years, also, he was on 
the leader-writing staff of the paper. 

Leaving the journalistic profession shortly 
after the outbreak of the Great War, Mr. 
Garbutt joined the Royal Garrison Artillery, 
and saw considerable service in France. Dur- 
ing this time he was specially appointed or 
several occasions in connection with educa- 
tional arrangements in the Army schools. 
After the War he worked for some time in 
Dublin under the British Ministry of Labour, 
dealmg with the schemes for placing re- 
turned soldiers in civil employment. Shortly 
afterwards he returned to take up his 
old position on the /riA Times, and con- 
tinued there until failing health compelled 
him to remain at home, where he continued 
to do such work as he was able to perform. 

Mr. Garbutt’s taste and judgment made 
him a recognised authority on artistic 
subjects, and he was almost equally at home 
in criticising plays, pictures or music. It 
was in the last branch, howeper, that he 
was best known, and his critiques were al- 
ways original and provocative of thought. 
He had a wide knowledge of the theory and 
history of music, and was intimately 
acquainted with the works of all the prin. 
— composers. 

esides theoretical knowledge, however, 
Mr. Garbutt’s experience of the practical side 
of music was wide. His musical education 
in Birmingham gave him a love for the organ, 
at which he was an adept, while he was also 
an accomplished pianist, and had a fine 
bass voice, He was well known in the 
Feis (aoil movement, where he had many 
friends, and his comments on the annual ad- 
judications were always worth reading. 

Mr. Garbutt was of a ‘sensitive and rather 
retiring nature, but he was held in warm 
affection by all who became acquainted with 
him. " He leaves a widow, son and daughter, 
to whom deep sympathy is extended. 

The funeral will take place to-morrow, after 
a Service at 10 a.m. at Clontarf Parish 
Church, to St. Fintan’s Cemetery. 


DR. W. 8. RAINSFORD. 

The death is announced in New York 
of the Rev. Dr. William Stephen Rainsford 
the Irish-born preacher, w was for 24 
vears rector of St. George's Church, New 
York City. He was 83 years of age. 

Dr. Rainsford was born in blin on 
October 30th, 1850, and took his D.D. degree 
at Trinity College, Cambridge, in 1872.

that must affect the Government policy. 
There were certain people who professed to 
be disappoihted because of the decision to 
re-impose the tax upon tobacco. No Govern- 
ment could possibly contemplate the position 
in which the revenue derived from tobacco 
could be sacrificed. The tax was a method of 
securing revenue that bore lightly upon the 
people; it was consistent im its operations, 
and yielded a very substantial sum andually. 
The Government never cottentplated the loss 
of the entire revenue from tobacco, nor was 
it necessary that they should contemplate 
it so long as it was possible to secure the 
gs of leaf on a basis which would 
eave a reasonable return to the producer. 
The manner in which the revenue was safe- 

arded was not a matter for the pro- 
ucer, but the concern of the consumer, 
and the consumer had long been substantially 
tated for his tobacco. The measures that 
might have to be adopted in the future to 
secure systematic marketing of Irish tobacco 
were under consideration at the moment, and 
it was in relation to such matters that the 


Government was waiting to. get, not merely 
the advice of the act béime, but the 
advice of organised manufacturers and 
agencies available for placing their advice at 
the di of the Government.

Dilks added that his wife thought that she 
also saw the dead boy, and he made state- 
ments to the police, but was not appearing in 
the police court proceedings. 

Mrs. Dilks left a note, in which she said: 
“The man we saw shattered my nerves. He 
was very strange-looking over the bike when 
he rode away.’ ' 

The Coroner said the note contained a 
number of delusions, and he did not consider 
it necessary to them.
